REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 59, 62-65, 67, 68, 73-77, 81, 82, and 
85; allowed claim 72 if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of its parent 
claim; and rejected claims 69-71, 78-80, 83, and 84 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable. 

Claim 72 has been amended. Rejected claims 69-71, 78-80, 83, and 84 have been 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, claims 59, 62-65, 67, 68, 72-77, 81, 82, 
and 85 are now pending in this application. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

It is respectfully submitted that claim 72 is in condition for allowance since it has been 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of its parent claim. It is also 
respectfully submitted that claims 59, 62-65, 67, 68, 73-77, 81, 82, and 85 are allowable as 
already pointed out by the Examiner.
